BERLIN, (i)—The German high 
command reported today that the 
Nazi armed forces have fought the 
battle of Smolensk to a victorious 
conclusion and now are moving for- 
ward in vast new operations which 
have Moscow, Leningrad and Kiev 
as their goal. 

Seven weeks of fighting, the high 
command said, have carried the 
German armies to the “gates of 
Kiev,” the main defenses of Len- 
ingrad and beyond the Smolensk 
gateway on the main motor highway 
toward Moscow. 


Counter Action Claimed 
MOSCOW, (WP) — Private advices | 
from Russian sources said today | 
that Soviet troops have thrown back 
strong German forces “a consider- | 
able distance” from the key city of | 
Smolensk on the central front. The! 
advices were said to have been re- 
ceived direct from Smolensk which 
was asserted to be still in Russian 


hands.

A Japanese threat. to Siberia ap- 
peared to be building up today as 
Russia and Germany remained 
locked in titantic battles on the 46th 
day of the war on the eastern front. 

The Nazi high command issued a 
series of special communiques, re- 
viewing the progress of the war to 
date which it described as a uni- 
form series of Nazi successes.
